W ASHINGTON, Oct. 22—To clarify fo r potential conscripts the ac­ 
t u a l m echanics of the Selective Service L ottery O ctober 29, a national 
4t*aft official today explained the w orking of the draw in detail. 
Here it is, as explained convensationally by the official: 
“Let us suppose the first num ber draw n is 110. 
T hat would m ean 
th a t reg istran t No. HO a t each of the 6,500 d raft boards throughout 
^ 
j 
the country is drafted. Say the sec­ 
ond num ber is 4,356 —All the men 
who have th a t num ber are d ra ft­ 
ed. 
And so on, until the order in 
which all 17,000,000 men who reg­ 
istered will be called to service is 
established. 
“Some boards are handling as 
m any as 10,000 registration cards, 
other boards a much sm aller num ­ 
ber. 
For th a t reason, 10,000 num ­ 
bers m ust be placed in the draw. 
D raw ing of a high num ber, such 
as 9,782 m ight affect only a few 
men, as there aren 't m any board? 
j with th a t m any reg istran ts. 
“N aturally, the draw ing of a 
m an's num ber n ear the top does 
not m ean he will be placed in m ili­ 
ta ry service im m ediately. He will. 
though, be am ong the first to re ­ 
ceive questionnaire*.

—will depend on the inform ation

MIDDLETOWN, Oct. 22 — A 
$5,000,000 plant Improvement and 
expansion program at Middletown 
and Hamilton was announced to­ 
day by Charles R. Hook, president 
of the American Rolling Mill Co., 
to meet increasingly heavy de­ 
mands for steel for defense. Con­ 
struction work is to begin imme­ 
diately. 
* 
Plans call for construction of 
54-inch cold reduction mill at the 
Armco plant in Middletown at a 
cost of $3,800,000, and expendi­ 
ture of $1,500,000 for 25 additional 
by-product coke ovens at Hamil­ 
ton t d a new soaking pit at Mid­ 
dletown. 
“Steel is the backbone of na­ 
tional defense,” Hook said in an­ 
nouncing the construction 
pro­ 
gram. 
“During the next three 
years there is every indication 
that a sustained demand for large 
tonnages will exist, both for our 
vast national preparedness pro­ 
gram and to maintain our normal 
standard of living. 
Attempting 
to anticipate th^ stress which we 
expect to fall upon the steel in­ 
dustry, we are doing everything 
within our ability to modernize 
our plants and increase production 
to meet the direct and indirect 
needs for defense.” 
The new rolling mill is expected 
to be completed and in operation 
within IO months, plant officials 
said. The mill is designed to turn 
out steel coils 54-inche.s wide at a 
maximum speed of 2100 feet per 
minute. 
% The firm began enlarging one 
of its Hamilton blast furnaces sev­ 
eral weeks ago to increase its ca­ 
pacity by approximately 350 tons 
per day. 
Officials said the fur­ 
nace would be relighted November 
15.

He must satisfy the people 
that he is directing their affairs with a single eye to their good, and 
not to build up fortunes for himself and family.” 
Put these words of Jefferson against the record of another candidate 
for public office. Elliott Roosevelt, without previous military experi­ 
ence, has been made a captain in the Army Air Corps. Is this a sam­ 
ple of the favoritism and destruction of army morale we must expect 
from the Commander-in-Chief in 
the conduct of the approaching 
war? 
Nepotism, or the appointment 
of relatives to office, is the use 
of public powder 
for private ends, 
It is the denial 
of Grover Cleve­ 
land’s f a m o u s 
saying, “A pub­ 
lic office is 
a 
public trust.” 
It is always a 
s c a n d a l when 
PETTENGILL C o n g r essmen 
and Senators appoint their wives 
as secretaries without portfolio, 
or attach other relatives to the 
payroll. 
Many have been defeat­ 
ed because of It. 
Elliott Roosevelt is now safe 
from the draft, the Nazis and the 
Japs. He receives pay and allow­ 
ances totalling $3,400 annually. 
Elliott’s 
brother 
James 
was 
made a presidential secretary at 
$10,000 a year and given a com­ 
mission as Lieutenant Colonel and 
then as Captain in the U. S. Ma­ 
rine Reserves. He is also exempt 
from the draft. 
“I did not raise 
my boy to be a private.” 
But this is only the beginning. 
The President appointed his cou­ 
sin, Henry Latrobe Roosevelt, as­ 
sistant secretary of the Navy. 
This job was worth $9,000 plus 
the honors. 
Then there was David Grey, the 
husband of Mrs. Roosevelt’s aunt. 
He was named United 
States 
Minister to Eire, the Irish Repub­ 
lic, last February. 
This job is 
worth $10,000 annually together 
with the allowances and perqui­ 
sites. 
Outside of marrying into 
the family, his qualification is 
that he was a short story writer. 
Before Mr. Gray was Warren 
Delano Robbins, a Roosevelt cou­ 
sin and a career diplomat, who 
was appointed by the President as 
Minister to Canada, at $10,000 a 
year and died shortly after. 
His 
widow, Irene DeBryun Robbins, 
was appointed to go hither and 
yon around the world at $6,500 a 
year as a sort of interior decor­ 
ator of American embassies and 
legations. 
Frederic Delano, an uncle of the 
President, is Chairman of the Na­ 
tional Resources Planning Board, 
and serves on half-a-dozen other 
government boards and commis­ 
sions. 
Then we have James Lawrence 
Houghteling, Commissioner of Im­ 
migration and Naturalization, un­ 
der Madame Perkins. His wife is 
a first cousin of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt.

Morgan, 
another 
uncle of Mis. Roosevelt by mar­ 
riage, was given a job as Deputy 
Governor of the Farm Credit Ad­ 
ministration. 
He resigned to ob­ 
tain a $75,000 salary (as much as 
the President's) as Washington 
representative of the whiskey in­ 
terests. 
Preston Delano is Comptroller 
of the Currency. He is said to be 
a distant cousin of the Roosevelts, 
but as that has been disputed, we 
will not charge him to presiden­ 
tial nepotism. 
Omitting Preston 
Delano we 
have nine relatives of the Roose­ 
velts, by blood or marriage, who 
have been appointed to positions 
of importance in the federal serv­ 
ice. 
Some have died or left for 
greener pastures, but if they were

found they had low blood pressure 
accidentally. They were not sick, 
had no uncomfortable symptoms, 
but on a life insurance examina­ 
tion or school physical examina­ 
tion, or preliminary to a job, it 
was found. Long ago the symp­ 
toms of low blood pressure were 
put down as occurring in a per­ 
son who lacked stamina, tired 
easily, complained of cold extrem­ 
ities, and showed an inability to 
do prolonged mental or physical 
work. 
AII Nonsense 
This, acc're!iug to Dr. Robin­ 
son, is all nonsense. Low blood 
pressure is not a disease, it pro­ 
duces no syndrome. It is by ne 
means a rare condition. 
In a 
study of over 10,000 persons, a 
pressure under HO (normal 1*20) 
was found in 25 per cent. The 
percentage is higher in those 
under 20 years of age and much 
higher in women of that age 
(56Y«). People over TO, however, 
generally have a low blood pres- 
re because it contributed to 
their longevity. 
The individual with low blood 
pressure tends to be underweight. 
But such symptoms as lack of 
stamina, easy fatiguability, head­ 
ache and dizziness do not go with 


low* blood pressure necessarily at 
all. In fact, they are more likely 
to go with high blood pressure. 
Can the person with low blood 
pressure be an active individual 
and undergo the rugged issues of 
life? Dr. Hines answers this by 
giving some case histories. Ex­ 
ample: 
A 32-year-old man, 69 inches 
tail and weighs 150 pounds. He is 
a teacher of physical education 
and a coach of athletics: he con­ 
ducts 
three 
daily 
calisthenic 
classes, demonstrates with his 
class on parallel bars, tumbling 
and house work, and plays base­ 
ball and tennis. He feels well and 
has no complaints. His blood pres­ 
sure is 98 systolic, 58 diastolic. 


Presages Long Life 
Low blood pressure certainly 
presages a long life und an active 
old age. Among many aboriginal 
people, universal low blood pres­ 
sure is the rule. 
If any individual lias any symp­ 
toms from his low blood pressure, 
the sovereign remedy is exercise. 
Dr. Hines recites the case of a 
man who has been known to have 
low blood pressure fbr thirty-five 
years—since 1905, when it was 
accidentally discovered on a col­ 
lege entrance examination. He oc­ 
casionally complained of a “logy” 
fueling, but during the past fif­ 
teen years he has worked hard on 
his own amateur farm, and has 
found that severe physical work 
dissipates his feelings and makes 
him more fit for mental exertion.
